Africa and the Portuguese Provinces of Angola, 
Gaza, and Mozambique, It has, however, not 
received the ratification of the King of Portugal ; 
and, pending further negotiations, a temporary 
arrangement in regard to the most urgent ques- 
tions has been concluded between the two Coun- 
tries, which will be laid before you.

Your Honourable House is aware that the 
old-time difficulties, consequent upon the Treaties 
between Great Britain and France on the subject 
of the Newfoundland Fisheries, have of late years 
assumed even unaccustomed gravity, producing 

ainful and ceaseless agitation amongst our people. 
wo Delegations proceeded from this Colony 
during last season to represent to Her Majesty’s 
Government the exorbitant growth of the claims 
of the French—under alleged sanction of Treaties 
—and the further injustice wrought to the com- 
munity of Newfoundland. Their efforts for 
redress have been so far unsuccessful, and we 
are now confronted with a new evil, essentiall 
more intolerable than any of those with which 
experience has made us but too familiar. 
e refer to the proposal of Her Majesty’s 
Government, by a Bill, now before Parliament, 


to re-enact the Act of George IV., Cap. 51, for | 


the better conduct of the Treaties between 
Great Britain and France respecting the New- 
foundland Fisheries, which Act expired in the 
year 1834. 

This Act embodied provisions of an arbitrary

and oppressive character, wholly repugnant to 
those principles of liberty and justice which are 
held to be the basis of modern British legislation. 
They conferred upon the officers of Her Majesty’s 
ships, engaged in the Fisheries protective service 
who were entrusted with the settlement of Treaty 
disputes, powers of summary adjudication in- 
dependent of all the restrictions and safeguards 
which British law has devised for the defence of 
the inherent rights of British subjects. These 
powers extended to most severe penal inflictions, 
and were beyond all appeal. And when it is 
remembered that they were exercised by persons 
unacquainted with legal procedure, and whose 
peculiar training and habits of thought and 
action dictated unquestioning submission to 
their decrees, it must be manifested that extreme 
hardship and injustice were the frequent and 
inevitable results. 

It may be alleged that while yet the Act of 
Parliament in question was on the Statute Book, 
it had been allowed to lapse into comparative 
desuetude, so incompatible with modern civilisa- 
tion would have been the application of this 
barbarous law. But, unhappily, the record of 
the years 1887, 1888 and 1889 gives instances of 

| its enforcement, under assumed authority, with 
disastrous consequences to the property and 
industry of some of Her Majesty’s subjects 
engaged in the Fisheries of Newfoundland. 

‘We submit that this law could not now possibly 
/be renderea applicable to the circumstances 
which it is designed to meet. All social and 
general conditions in Newfoundland, and par- 
ticularly on those parts of the coast affected by 
the Treaties, have undergone a radical and com- 
| plete change in the many years that have elapsed 
since the law under consideration was enacted. 
There was then no resident population in these 
localities. Population has long since settled 
there in considerable numbers, and trade and 
various sources of employment have become 
| developed, and yield their contributions to our 

Customs’ revenue. Several years ago Her 
| Majesty’s Government-confirmed the occupation 
of the coast by acceding to the desire of the

Assembly and for the appointment of magistrates 
and police. They are periodically visited by the 
Supreme Court on Circuit; they have regular 
communication with the rest of the country, and 
with Canada by mail and passenger steamers ; ina 
word, all the ordinary institutions of civil life tothe 
extent to which the means of the colony enable it to 
provide them. The permanence of their position 
being thus conclusively assured and recognised, 
it can hardly be necessary to point out with what 
_cruel severity, with what destructive effect, the

Sir Matthew White Ridley reported from the 
Select Committee on the London Water Commis- 
sion, &c. Bills; That with regard to the Instruction 
of the House of 20th March last, “that it be 
an Instruction to the Committee on the London 
Water Commission Bill, that they have power 
to inquire into all matters connected with the 
nature, price, management, sources, and suffi- 
ciency of the Water Supply of London and its 
Suburbs, and to insert in the Bills such pro- 
visions in connection therewith as in their judg- 
ment are expedient,” the Committee had agreed 
to the following Special Report :— 

Your Committee have proceeded upon the 
assumption that, in the opinion of Parliament, it | 
is desirable to establish a single public repre- | 
sentative water authority for the metropolis. 

The Royal Commission presided over by the 
Duke of Richmond saeradl in 1869, “ That the 
future control of the water supply should be 
entrusted to a responsible public body, with 
powers conferred on them for purchase and 
extension of existing works, and for levying 
certain rates referred to.” And the Select | 
Committee, of which Sir W. V. Harcourt was 
Chairman, and which examined into the pro- 
visional agreements for purchase contained in 
the Government Bill of 1880, reported, “ That 
it is expedient that the supply of water to the 
metropolis should be placed under the control 
of some public body, which shall represent the | 
interests, and command the confidence of the 
water consumers.” 

Since these Reports much valuable experience 
has been gained of the growth of population, | 
and of the undertakings of the water companies, | 
and the demands upon them. Parliament also, | 
since 1886, has adopted the policy of enforcing | 
more stringent provisions in case of the issue of | 
any fresh capital. An important inquiry into | 
the whole matter, too, has recently been held by | 
the Corporation of the City of Zondon; and it is 
evident that there is much fresh light for the 
consideration of the question from every point of | 
view. Your Committee, therefore, consider it | 
to be most desirable that the problem should 
be carefully and deliberately examined by the 
newly constituted municipal authority, the London 
County Council, in the interests of the water 
consumers of the metropolis. 

The London County Council were, in the} 
Session of 1890, entrusted with powers to initiate | 
negotiations with the water companies, and to 
incur certain limited expenditure in preliminary | 
inquiries, but those inquiries are necessarily as | 
yet incomplete. | 

Your Committee recommend :— 

(i.) That powers should be granted to! 
the Zondon County Council to expend such 
further sums as may be reasonably necessary, 
in order that they may examine thoroughly for 
themselves, as the responsible municipal autho- 
rity of London, the whole position of the 

metropolitan water supply, and come to a 
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themselves the responsible water authority 

for London, acting through a statutory com- 

mittee, appointed either wholly by themselves, 
or partly in conjunction with the Corporation 
of the City of London, as suggested to your 

Committee on behalf of both bodies. Such 

statutory committee to comprise a certain 

number of members possessing special know- 
ledge and qualifications, not necessarily mem- 
bers vf the body or bodies appointing. 

(iii.) That the London County Gouncil, if 
constituted the water authority, should be re- 
quired to purchase, either alone or in con- 
junction with such of the authorities of the 
outside areas as may be arranged, the under- 
takings of the eight water companies (except 
possibly certain lands of the New River Com- 
pany) by agreement or, failing agreement, by 
arbitration, within a fixed period. 

(iv.) That, subject to any such arrange- 
ments, the new water authority should take 
over the duties and obligations which the 
present water companies now have towards 
the consumers of water in the districts outside 
the boundaries of the County of London, but 
within the limits of supply of the present 
companies. 

(v.) That in the event of purchase by the 
new authority power should be given to that 
authority, and to the authorities of the outside 
areas, to negotiate for the purchase by the 
latter (a) of so much of the works of distribu- 
tion as is appropriated to the district of such 
local authority, and of the right to a supply of 
water in bulk from the new authority ; or (4) 
possibly of some of the sources of supply 
which, with their works of distribution, it 
might be found practicable and advantageous 
to sever from the general scheme. 

(vi.) That those local authorities which, 
like Croydon, Richmond, and Tottenham, are 
situated within the metropolitan water area, 
but have their own independent water supply, 
should, in the event of the purchase of the 
water companies by the new water authority, 
be guaranteed in the exercise of their present 
rights. 
ln the event of the undertakings of the com- 

panies not being acquired by purchase, the 
Committee recommend that there should be a 
Parliamentary inquiry, before which the interests 
of the whole of the consumers within the area of 
the present metropolitan water supply ought to 
be represented, into the statutory powers and 
obligations of the water companies, and the 
control which is now exercised by public depart- 
ments and the metropolitan and other authorities 
over them. In the Appendix to the Minutes of 
Evidence will be found a Memorandum setting 
out the existing conditions, but it might possibly 
be found advantageous to make the obligations 
and the control more complete. 

Your Committee found it impossible, within 
the limits of the time at their disposal, to conduct 
satisfactorily any examination into the quality 
and quantity of the London water supply. But, 
apart from that consideration, they are of opinion 
that these questions will naturally form a part of 
the complete inquiry which it will be the duty of 
the London County Council to conduct, with the 
assistance of the professional advice which, as 
your Committee have recommended, should be at 
their disposal.

Sir William Hart Dyke reported from the

Your Committee have examined a large num- 
ber of witnesses representing the College of 
Preceptors, and voluntary organisations such as 
the Teachers’ Guild, Head Masters’ Conference, 
Association of Head Masters, and National 
Union of Teachers. Evidence was also obtained 

from independent witnesses, of a representative 
character, and of repute in the educational world. 

As a result there appears to be a general con- 
sensus of opinion amongst the witnesses in favour 
of the principle of registration of teachers. 

On the question, however, as to whether re- 
gistration should be voluntary or compulsory, 
and, if compulsory, in what manner and to what 
extent, the evidence was very conflicting. The 
witnesses who advocated universal compulsion 
for teachers of schools by means of a clause pro- 
viding that no teacher in a school should, if un- 
registered, be entitled to recover fees, had to 
meet two difficulties; first, that to place, of 
necessity, all existing teachers on the register 
would seriously lower its standard; and secondly, 
that the penalty proposed in the Bills, in regard 
to the recovery of fees or salary, might in many 
instances be evaded. 

A suggestion was made to your Committee 
which may hereafter produce valuable results ; 
that, after a certain time, no unregistered person 
should be a teacher in an endowed school or a 
secondary school assisted by money from rates 
or taxes, such, for instance, as the schools to 
be established under the Welsh Intermediate 
Education Act, or the Technical Instruction 
Acts. Such a proposal could be enforced by Act 
of Parliament, or could be inserted in schemes 
now made, or to be made by the Charity Com- 
missioners or other authorities.

Mr. Solicitor General for Ireland reported 
from the Committee appointed to draw up 
Reasons to be assigned to the Lords for disagree- 
ing to certain of the Amendments made bv their 
Lordships to the Purchase of Land and Con- 
gested Districts (Jreland) Bill; That they had 
drawn up Reasons accordingly, which they had 
directed him to report to the House; and the 
same were read, as follow: 

The Commons disagree to Clause B. added by 
the Lords, for the following Reason :— 

Because this clause would not work in har- 
mony with the rest of the Bill, and would 
only be applicable to cases in which the 
sale was carried out by vesting order. 
The proviso to sub-section (2) would 
cause great complications in the scheme 
of the Bill, which provides no machinery 
whereby the excess over three per cent. 
interest could be applied in payment or 
reduction of instalments of the purchase 
annuity. The existing law regulating the 
payments to be made by the tenant pur- 
chaser between the date of the sanction 
of the advance and the date of the con- 
veyance or vesting order has been found 
to work satisfactorily. 

The Commons disagree to the Amendment 
made by the Lords in p. 11, 1. 37, for the follow- 
ing Reason,— 

Because, it is not thought necessary that the 
Crown should appear in every case by 
counsel, and alternative Amendment 
approved of, namely, to substitute for 
“counsel appearing” the words “ what 
is offered.” 

The Commons disagree to the sub-section

Your Committee have considered with much 
care and in full detail the Bill referred to them, 
and desire to repeat the expression of their entire 
satisfaction with which the draftsmen, acting 
under the directions and supervision of the 
Statute Law Committee, have performed their 
laborious duties. In the few czses in which it 
could be suggested that the omission of apparently 
formal words might affect the existing law, or 
remove historical or other references which would 
afford guidance to the true interpretation of the 
Statute, your Committee have at once decided 
to retain the words. 

Your Committee have observed the existence 
on the Statute book of many Acts, particularly 
among those relating exclusively to Jreland, 
which are practically obsolete, but do not come 
strictly within the narrow limits which your 
Committee have felt bound to observe. The 
passing of Consolidation Bills for Zreland similar 
to those which have been enacted for Eng/and, 
upon such subjects as, for instance, Sheriffs and 
Coroners, would relieve the Statute Book of a 
mass of lengthy and intricate legislation. 

Your Committee earnestly hope that nothing 
will prevent the passing into law during the 
present Session of the whole Bill referred to 
them.

Because the words inserted are unnecessary 
and misleading. Workshops have by the

ing which the sanitary authority in default might 
have done or instituted for the purpose of reme- 
dying the default of the sanitary authority. The 
County Council may appoint an inspector or in- 
spectors for the purposes of this section. For 
the purposes of this section the county medical 
officer, if any, and any inspector appointed by 
the County Council under this section shall have 
the same powers of entering and inspecting a 
workshop or werkplaces within the county as 
the inspector of the sanitary authority has of 
entering and inspecting the workshops or work- 
places within his jurisdiction), for the following 
Reason : 

Because in the event of a default by a sani- 
tary authority, Clause 1 of the Bill pro- 
vides a sufficient remedy; and because 
the distinction made between municipal 
boroughs and other sanitary authorities is 
invidious.

And afterwards, Her Majesty’s Most Gracious 
Speech was delivered to both Houses of Parlia- 
ment by the Lord High Chancellor, in pursuance 
of Her Majesty’s Commands, as followeth : 


My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

I am glad to be able to release you from the 
labours of a protracted Session. 

My relations with all other Powers continue 
to be those of peace and amity. 

A Convention has been concluded with the 
King of Portugal, and has been ratified, definin 
the Senbderie which separate the dominions cat 
the spheres of influence of the two Crowns in 
Eastern Africa, 1 have also entered into an 
Agreement with the King of Italy, by which the 
line has been fixed which separates the Protec- 
torate of Italy in the North-east of Africa from 
the British sphere of influence, and from the 
territory of Egypt. 

I have made proposals to the President of the 
United States for submission to arbitration of 
the difference between us as to the seal fishery 
in Behring’s Sea. The negotiations are far ad- 
vanced, but they are not yet concluded. A sus- 
pension of the seal fishery in those waters for 
the present year has intermediately been agreed 
to between the two Governments, in order to 
prevent an excessive destruction of the species, 
which there is reason to apprehend. 

The French ae not yet approved 
of an Agreement between Myself and the French 
Republic for reference to arbitration of certain 
yal with respect to Newfoundland, which 
was signed during the present year. 

The ratification of the Final Act of the Brussels 
Conference for the repression of the Slave Trade 
has also been postponed, and also the ratification 
of the North Sea Convention for the prevention 
of the sale of spirits at sea. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 

I thank you for the provision you have made 
for the charge of the poate service. I am glad 
that you have been able to devote a considerable 
sum to the mitigation of the burden which the 
Law of Compulsory Education has imposed upon 
the poorer portion of My people. 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

‘The various measures which you have adopted 

in recent years for securing the observance of the 


Law in /reland, and improving the general con- 
dition of that Country, have resulted in a marked 





abatement of agrarian offences, and a consider- 
able advance in prosperity. The steps which 
have been taken to cope with the distress threat- 
ened by the serious failure of the potato crop in 
the poorest districts of the West of Jreland have 
proved effectual in averting the great calamity 
of famine. You have also lh a beneficent 
measure for dealing permanently with the con- 
gested districts oF Ireland, which, it may be 
hoped, will, by fostering agriculture and sti- 
mulating the fishing industry, contribute largely 
to the prevention of similar dangers in the 
future. 

The provisions for enabling occupying tenants 
to purchase their holdings, and the measure for 
facilitating the transfer of real property, in /re- 
land, will furnish the best guarantee for public 
security and order by increasing the class of 
small proprietors of land. 

The Act which you have passed for imposing 
on the owners of land a direct liability for the 
payment of tithe rent-charge will remove a fre- 
quent cause of conflict between the occupiers 
and the tithe-owners, and will also afford relief 
to the tithe-payers in these cases in which it is 
most urgently required. : 

In response to the growing demands of com- 
merce and agriculture, you have completed an 
important part of the work of sim lifying. and 
adjustin ilway Rates, the results of which 
will doubtless justify the heavy labour which it 
has involved. 

The measures which you have passed for im- 
proving the Law with respect to factories and 
workshops, savings banks, and public health will, 
I am confident, conduce to the comfort and well- 
being of My people. 

I trust that in a future Session you may be 
able to exariine several questions of interest to 
which I have drawn your attention, but which 
the time at your disposal has not permitted you 
to approach. ; 

I pray that, in the discharge of your various 
duties throughout My Kingdom, you may be 
attended by the guidance and protection of 
Almighty God. 


Then a Commission for proroguing the Parlia- Parliament 
ment was read.

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 


By virtue of Her Majesty’s Commission, under 
the Great Seal, to us and other Lords directed, 
and now read, we do, in Her Majesty’s Name, 
and, in obedience to Her Commands, prorogue 
this Parliament to Tuesday the Twentieth day 
of October next, to be then here holden; and 
this Parliament is accordingly prorogued to 
Tuesday the Twentieth day of October next.
